Tho shop is also 
engaged on a large amount of castings 
both in iron and brass fur tho railway, 
for cars and bridgowork on tho four up- 
per sections under Mr. Ondordonk's con- 
triiet, anil .-ilso on a considerable umoaut 
of work for different coal companies, saw 
mills, and steamboats. 

It may bo hero slated that tho iron 
fouudriea of Victoria labor under some 
disadvantages, inasmuch as pig-iron has 
to be imported from .'^an Francisco where 
it pays a duty of ?G 7fi per ton, there is 
then" tho freight and another duty upon 
its arrival hero of -^^2.00 per ton. There 
is also a duty of 50 cts. per ton and 
freight on onlliracito coal. A deal of 
iron work can also bo imported from Eng- 
land under a duty of 25 per cent per ton. 
But with all those disadvantages the 
foundries here are competing successfully 
with San Fr.'uiciaco. Some time ago 
smelting works wore established at Port 
Townsond, but wen; suspondod.

The ship Gertie May, when 171 
miles from Matinicus, was struck by 
lightning, which first caught the foro- 
topninst, breaking Boiue three feet off 
it, then ran to the bow, Hmashing a por- 
tion of iho stem ; theuco to the forecas- 
ilo, where were ton of the crew in dif- 
ferent attitudes, some sitting and some 
standing. All alike were rendered in- 
stantly insensible, but recovered a 
short time afcerward.«. Tiie lightning 
traversed the whole of the ves.sei, ev- 
entually returning to the fore jjart, 
where it knocked out two of the ves- 
sel's planks in the stem. I''oriunaiely 
the damage was above tho water-line. 
The vcsiscl had a quantity of salt on 
board, and ttii.s was removed to pro- 
voiit her sinking. Tho flag, which was 
Hying on the mnintnnst, was completely 
consurued. 

During a thunder-storm at Liver- 
sedge, York.s., England, C'liristchi.rch, 
in that town, was struck by lightning 
whilst the the congrogation were sing- 
tho "To Dcnm." A large .stone from 
tho tower was removed and tho spout- 
ing demolished. Tlio buililing was 
suddenly filled with llaiiic, aud the gas, 
whii'h during the darkness bad been 
lit, w!i8 blown out. A panic ensued, 
aud the congregation (many being chil- 
dren) rushed to tho doors to escape. 
Fortunately no ono was hurt. 

Messrs. Walker's niill at King's 
Lynn, England, has lieen lighted by 
tho British Electric Light Company 
with aOramrac luachiiio, and sixty-two 
of their incandescent lights. The same 
Company has also supplied a Brockie 
lamp of 0,000 candle-power in the mar- 
ket- [ilace, which is suspended from a' 
davit -17 feet above the street level, 
throwing a fine Hglu over the place 
and adjoining thoroughfares. 

Professor Houston, of Philadelphia, 
has been investigating the subject cf 
underground wires for electric lighting, 
and he expresses the opinion that they 
are perfectly feasible and safer than 
over head wires. This system is now 
in u&e in San ["'raiicisco. 

A telegraph train is being got ready 
at Woolwich, for use during tho hos 
tilities in Egypt. It consists of four 
telegraph ofSccB, ton wire wagons, 
carrying thirty miles of wire, four air 
line wagons, and four Royal Engineer 
general service wagons. 

The first electric railway constructed 
in Holland was opened a fow days ago. 
It is one and a half kilometre long, 
and runs from the bath at Zandvoort 
near Amsterdam to Knstnerloren, a 
bmall park in the ueigbborhood. It is 
ou the Sioniens and Halskc system, 
and is worked by ,1 15 horso-power 
engine. .The gauge is one inotro.

Tli« 7oU7 Of Feraeoutlon. 

(Londoa New*.) 
Consul Stanley , at Odessa, gives agloomy 
picture of the state of affairs in Suuthern 
Kuaaia during the present year, and 
points out how the troubles of the peo- 
ple havo been aggravated by the persecu- 
tion of their Jewish follow citizens. Tho 
year, he observes, commenced most in- 
auspiciously. Tho failure of the crops in 
1880 had driven up rye, tho staple article 
of food of the people, to famine prices. 
Th^iOftme the asaassiuation of the Em- 
peror Alexander II. Fop the whole 
month tho entire country w.os appalled, 
aud was only just recovering from the 
shock and under tho influonco of warm 
summer weather gaining some courage, 
when tho anti-Jowish riots broke out. 
This put a complctu stop to business, and 
tho passenger trAtfic of tho Kussisn Steam 
Navigation Company between Odessa, 
Nicoluiofl, Kherson .ind the Dnoiper, and 
also of the South Russia railways, fell 
lower th-iu it had been in any previous 
year. The Kachovka M;iy Fair was a 
complete failure, as hah of tho Jews, 
who do nearly all the trading, abstained 
from appearing, and half tho remainder 
hurried back tTioir goods beforo tho fair 
opened. .\t this time (Mr. .Stanley tells 
us) barges H ere hired and moored oil' tho 
shore, and household effects and valuable 
goods placed on board, to bo safe' in case 
of a riot — those Jews who had Christi.nn 
friends bringing to them for safe keeping 
their jewelry and dooumonts. 

A St. Fotors'bure: Hoaanco. 

A mombor of one of tho foreign em- 
bassies at St. f^olersburg married a dis- 
tinguished Russian lady nearly four years 
ago. During ihe early season of marriage 
the husband began to suspect his wife of 
flirtations and indiscretions. Ho was, to 
say the least, jealous. The couple agreed 
finally to separate. The wife retired to 
hor father's country houso, situated near 
tho capital. The husband, after being 
deprived of her company, became lonely 
and unhappy. He disguised himself at 
times and haunted the house in ijrhich 
his wife lived. It appears that one of 
his honest friends also watched' tho 
houso, and this friond finally came to the 
husband and decl-ired that the lady was 
only followed by ouo follow, who, appa- 
rently, received no encouragement from 
her. Tho follow was, of course, tho hus- 
band, who visited his wife, found that she 
had retired from the world fur his sake 
and bogged to bo forgiven. The couple 
ljurnod tho dood of separation, and will 
now j)robably livo happily forever and 
over.

' Tho Council of tho CV.lk'so School 
having niut to ironsi'lci' cho pfoaonc julsI- 
tion of tho [iHtitution, consoquent upon 
tho destruction of the School House by 
'fird on tho morning of the 17th inst., 
vonturti j;p submit the following statement 
lb thd ^noral public ; 

Tho OoUogd School has, for tho last 22 
ycnr.s, hcon doing a moiit importiint and 
UHoful work in tin: odiic-ation and training 
of boy.s. It haa oxporiencod tho ordinary 
fluctuations to which all Scliools without 
ondownieut aro necessarily liable, but 
happily has survived thctii, and to all ap- 
.^4at^nce9 'VVftS entering upon a new period 
b'^' fisefuVness and prosperity. Tho ox- 
pdctatioii thus formcil vva» for tho mo- 
ment diapullod by thn firo which deprived 
the School of ii3 long-eatabliahetl local 
habitation on' Ohurcli 'Hill.'- This dis- 
aster, unfortunate na it nndoubtodly is, 
may however prove a turning point in 
the hi.story of tho School, and tend ovon- 
tu.illy to "ila re foundation on a wider 
ba.si.i, witli :i t;i'eator reach in tho way of 
acciplaliility niid of usefulnos,! to tho 
Province at hugo.
